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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 


Dear Friends: 


With one month left in Fiscal Year 1981, it appears doubtful that 
Missouri will bring in enough revenue in June to meet the Governor's 
revised budget. However, I can assure you the state will pay its bills, 
thanks to the operating reserve. 

The difference between available general revenue receipts and ac- 
tual expenditures is the operating reserve. 

The current revised budget projected and $85 million operating 
reserve, same as the Governor has requested for Fiscal Year 1982. 

Total General Revenue collected for May was $248,579,338. 
Through eleven months of the fiscal year, total General Revenue has 
increased just 2.01% over the same period last year, less than half of 
the 4.48% called for in the Governor's revised 1981 budget. 

A look at the three major indicators in the May General Revenue 
receipts reveals that sales tax receipts continued to climb for the 
fourth straight month, up almost $7 million (8%) over May, 1980. In- 
dividual income tax receipts slowed, up only $1.5 million (1.64%) 
over last May, but remain nearly $55 million ahead of last year’s 
pace through eleven months. Corporated income tax receipts for the 
month were nearly the same as last May. 

Currently, the state is nearly $47 million off target for the fiscal 
year. If that figure were to remain constant through June, a little over 
half the operating reserve could be needed to meet the Governor's 
revised budget. 

| remain hopeful that June receipts will cut into that $47 million lag. 
But one thing is for certain: Missouri has never employed deficit 
spending. In an era when the federal government and some state 
governments are operating in the red, Missouri remains on solid 
financial footing.
